The Burgess Casket to contain the Ticket is a Replica of the Johnnie Armstrong 
stronghold at Gilnockie and is fashioned by hand in seasoned walnut, measuring 
gin x 7in x 14$in. 

The Ticket and Casket were designed and executed by Mr J. G. Jeffs, Kirkcud- 
bright, to the order of Robert Dinwiddie and Co Ltd, Dumfries.
